The origins of Judaism and Hinduism have similarities as well. 
Judaism began when God told a man named Abram to move from 
Mesopotamia to the “Promised Land,” promising that if they kept his laws, 
Abram and his descendants would create a great nation. Abram, whose 
name was later changed to Abraham, had a son named Isaac, and Isaac 
later had two sons named Jacob and Esau. Jacob was later renamed Israel, 
and his descendants became known as Israelites. How Hinduism began is 
often disputed. Some say that Indo-Aryan groups came from Central Asia 
and created Vedic culture, others say that it came from exchange between 
Indo-Aryans and Dravidians, and still others insist that Vedic culture 


evolved within the Sub-continent. 


Judaism and Hinduism are both prominent in Asia, but they are used 
mainly in different countries. Judaism is practiced mostly in Israel. People 
go to the Wailing Wall to say prayer and put letters in the cracks. Most of 
the cities in Israel, such as its capital, Jerusalem, have taken their names 
from the Bible.
